Toronto 1 anticipate a return to 
normal conditions in the middle of the 
summer or in the early fall,” was the 
optimistic declaration of Frederick H. 
Ecker, President of the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company, in a recent 
interview. n 

„Conditions both in the United 
States and in Canada seem to me to 
be extremely good,“ Mr. Ecker went 
on. There are, of course, weak spots, 
but then there always are weak spots 
at any time.” The President of the 
Metropolitan Life, who is in the con- 
cluding stage of a continent-wide tour 
of his company’s field of operations 
and activity, declined to consider the 
existing situation as far below nor- 
mal, ; 

“If you compare it with the condl- 
tions in the spring of 1929, it is ab- 
normal, but then conditions at that 
time were far above the normal,” he 
said, “But if you make a comparison 
between conditions to-day and those in 
1927 or 1928, I think you will find that 
things are not so far below normal.”

farmer is prosperous, there is a great 
increase in consuming power,” he sald.

Asked what effect he considered Em- 
pire free trade would have on the rela- 
tions between the United States and 
the Dominion, Mr. Ecker said: “I look 
on that from rather a broad point of 
view. When two countries. have so 
much in common, when they have so 
many points of friendship and con- 
tact, a comparatively trifling distur- 
bance cannot disturb their balance.

That designers of modern aircraft 
still have something to learn from the 
bodies of ancient flying reptileg or 
extinct for millions of 
years, was maintained by Professor 
D. M. 8. Watson of the University of 
London in a recent lecture before the 
Royal Society in that city. These re 
markable reptiles, Professor Watson 
said, not only were the largest flying 
creatures which ever lived, some of 
them apparently with wing spreads of 
over twenty feet, but seen in many 
ways to have been more perfectly 
adapted for flylng than are modern 
birds. The wings of the pterodactyls, 
instead of being made of feathers, con- 
sisted of thin sheets of tough, leathery 
skin, something like the wing meth- 
brane of a modern bat. To provide 
the necessary combination of lightness 
and strength, the bones of pterorac- 
tyls were hollow and spongy, but with 
internal ribs here and there to give 
strength. Enormous ridges on the 
bones of back and chest ‘indicate 
powerful muscles which must have 
given these creatures great speed and 
ability in the air. Study of these bony 
‘structures and of the probable stream- 
lining and other features of the body's 
exterior might help, Professor Watson 
suggested, in modern airplane design. 
The extinction of these admirable an- 
clent fliers and their replacement by 
the less effifficient flying machines of 
the birds probably was because the

Springy Pavements? 


That springy, youthful step may 
goon become a general characteristic, 
according to the Associated Press, 

If you should see an actogenarian 
come bounding down the street with 
the verve and zest of an eighteen- 
year-old don't stare. He may be 
walking on rubber pavements. 

This pleasurable prospect is held 
out by F. R. Hendrickson, president of 
the New York Rubber Exchange. 

An obstacle to the development of 
rubber pavements in the past has 
been the high price of rubber, he 
points out. But with the price of 


rubber hovering around 14 cents a 


pound, where as five years ago it 


sold for $1.23, this Utopian improve- 


ment becomes more feasible. 
Over-production is blamed for the 
sharp decline in rubber prices, Over- 


production is due to the increased 
planting of rubber trees during the! 


price boom five years ago, As pro- 
duction grew, the market became 
glutted. Inevitably came the de- 
cline, To-day the trees planted five 
years ago are ready to produce with 
the price at 14 cents. 

Stabilization of production will be 
the salvation of the rubber industry, 
Henderson believes. He predicts no 
increase in business during the re- 
mainder of this year, but also sees no 
prospect of further serious declines. 

Plantation owners were hit hardest 
by the slump in rubber prices, but 
more efficient methods are constantly 
reducing production costs and some 
plantations may eventually be able 
to grow it as cheaply as five cents 
a pound, in Hendersoy’s opinion.

The instrument, which 
was installed on January 1, showed 
the city’s alr to be purest at 4 am., 
and most polluted at 9 a.m., according

Montreal.—Bearing $25,000 in treaty 
money, officials of the Department of 
Ind a Affairs next month will visit 
Indian tribes in the isolated regions of | 
northern Ontario. For man“ of the 
natives it is the occasion each year 
that evidence comes to them of the 
white man's civilization. Each mem- 
ber of the treaty tribes receives $4 an- 
nually, and in the case of two tribes | 
with which treaties are to be eohsum- 
mated this year an additions single 
payment of $4 is to be paid each In- 
dian as gratuity, 

Two seaplanes piloted by Royal Can- 
adian Air Force officers will garry the 
party into the North country, They 
leave Ottawa on July 2. The party 
will be headed by H. N. Awrey, Treaty 
Commissioner of the Department of 
Indian Affairs, and W. C. Cain, Deputy 
Minister of Lands and Forests in the 
Ontario Government. Flight Lieut. 
Dave Harding, of Ottawa, will be in 
charge of the R.C.A.F. detachment. 
Fifteen stops will be made and thirty- 
four days will be occupied in the trip. 

With the completion of treaties at 
Fort Severn end Winisk, on the west 
coast of Hudson Bay, all Indians will 
have been brought under what is 
known as “Treaty 9,“ which was 
brought into being in 1905.

Toronto.—“The doctor has given the 
publie a weapon which will extermin- 
ate diphtheria,” stated Dr. Gordon 
Bates recently, “Medical science has 
evolved a substance which prevents 
diphtheria so surely, that if its use be- 
came universal, this disease would be 
practically stamped ‘out within five 
years. The fact that the disease kills 
about 1200 Canadians a year shows 
that the teachers of the people must 
get busy. 

“It is up to the public health official 
and, above all, to the Press of the 
country to make sure that every Cana- 
dian learns and learns again that it is 
his duty and privilege to help stamp 
diphtheria out, by having his children 
made safe from disease. Twelve hun- 
dred deaths a year is too serious a 
drain upon a population-hungry coun- 
try like Canada, to be treated lightly. 
Especially when one* realizes that 
those deaths occur out of 13,500 an- 
nual cases of the disease.

ing. The dream of a garden for each 
worker's family became an impossi- 
bility. 

MORE THAN SELF-SERVICE 


A few of the nw buildings has been 


erected as private enterprises, under 


the usual public supervision. But by 
far the majority have been construct- 
ed by associations and organizations 
of every conceivable sort. One un- 
usually fine block was planned and 
erected by the officials of the Treasury 
Department of Hamburg; apother by 
the. postal officials; another by an 
association of directing officials in 
various government departments, 
others by trade union groups; others 
by political groups. All of them are 
so constructed that every apartment 
receives abundant light and air. Great 
open courts, with huge sand boxes and 
play space for the children, with 
benches set among. attractive shrub- 
bery Where the adults. may sit, and 
flower gardens for the enjoyment of 
everybody are the universal rule. 

One great new building: covering, 
with its courts, a huge city block, and 
containing 230 apartments, has been 
built by an association of families 
with four or more children—a branch 
of the German Union of “Child-rich” 
Families. Because most of these fami- 
lies are relatively poor, the city paid 
a great share of the building cost. 
Furthermore, because the mothers 
must work in order to help feed-and 
clothe so many, the building has been 
equipped with’ e thoroughly modern 
and amazingly attractive kindergar- 
ten and.day-home (Hort); the former 
for the day care of small children and 
the iatter for the care in the after- 
noon, of those of school age. 


SCAR-PROOF WALLS 


The children are separated into 
small groups, each in charge of a 
trained Kindergartnerin or Hortnérin. 
Each room is painted in a different 
chlor, but ali in colors so pleasing that 
ne room is iess attractive than the 
others. ‘The lower part of the walls 
are cf spe ial composition, and paint- 
ed with a special paint which makes 
it possible tor the children to write 
and draw on them with chelk without 
eearring or damage They need only 
to be washed to remcve all evidence of 
their use as blackIcards. The visits+ 
who sees holy the empty rooms has to 
be told that they are thus used. They 
appear on!7 s vnusually well-done. 
flat-tone walls. This part of the 
buildirg serves also as a centre for 
the meeting of small or large groups 
in the neighborhcod, in the evening. 
One large room. decorated in distine- 
tively “modern” German fashion, with 
equally “modern” lighting fixtures, 
serves in the day as a place for the 
afternoon nap, and at night for lec- 
tures or for meetings of the parents. 

Another unique housing project in 
Hamburg has been carried out by the 
Association of Trade Unions. They 
have built, near the centre of the 
city, a. large 10-storey building. One- 
half is devoted to a comfortable and 
attractive hotel for transient men, and 
is operated at a profit. The rates are

HOMELESS YOUTH SHELTERED 

The two upper floors of the hotel 
have been rented by the publie bureau 
for the oare of children and youth, 
and are used for giving shelter to 
young men between the ages of 16 
and 21 who have come to Hamburg 
and have no place to live. They are 
of two types. One is the young jour- 
neymen, who in many trades still 
spend three years traveling from 
place to place, working a few weeks 
or a few months at each place, just 
as did the journeyman of the eight- 
eenth century 

The other type is the young man 
who has left home without due notice, 
and is waiting for the decision con- 
cerning his return to the city or town 
from which he has come. The airy: 
light rooms, each-with two new beds, 
writing table and wardrobe are quite 
in contrast to the barren dormitory 
rooms which on? vsually.finds in Ger- 
man cities for the accommydation of 
this latter group. On the first floor 
is a restaurant where the youth, the 
hotel guests, or the general public may 


go for good meals at reasonable prices. 


APARTMENTS. FOR MOTHERS 


The other half of the buildiug—the 
part which is most unique—cuntains 
some 200 two-room kitchenette apart- 
ments for working women with sma!l 
children. These are the very people 
who are likely to live most miserably 
wren houses are scarce and wages 
low. It was largely for these that the 
house was built. The surplus earnings 
of the hotel are applied to the costs 
of this part (f the institution, making 
possible a rate of rent which the low 
wages of the woman worker can meet, 

The apartments themselves have 
heen planned with great care so that 
space is conserved and a maximum ‘of 
comfort achieved. The women who 
live here are justiy proud of their new 
home, and are eloquent in their ex- 
pressions of appreciation for the ser- 
vice which the trade union group is 
performing for them and their chil- 
dren, Adequately equipped kinder- 
garten and Hort are. of course, a part 
of the equipment of the place. 

8 NO PROFITS SOUHT 

This house, then, is for some 200 
women of Hamburg a sort of equiva- 
lent for the widespread Amerjcan 
practice of granting a mother’s pen- 
sion to the mother with small children 


so that she need not be Separated from 
them. 

Thus in this city of flux and change, 
of buzzing activity and rapid growth 
this gateway to a continent-—the 
city, the trade unions, the social and 
political organizations are combining 
in an attempt to meet adequately the 
housing aspect of the life of a great 
city. And, as Dr. Brand said. they 
are trying to do it from a “social” 
rather than a purely economic stand-

Meyer Wiener, eye specialist of St. 
Louis. 5 

From the suprarenal glands, small 
cap-shaped organs lying just above 
the kidneys, comes the potent epine- 
phrine or adrenalin, as it is more com- 
monly known. This substance has 
been extensively used as a stimulant. 
Dr. Wiener found its stimulating pro- 
perties beneficial to nearsighted eyes. 
Nearsightedness, or myopia, is not a 
disease in itself, Dr. Wiener explain- 
ed, but is a sign of congenital weak- 
ness. This weakness affects the elas- 
tic part of the coating of the eye, 80 
that the eyeball stretches and the lens 
of the eye gets out of focus. The per- 
son 80 afflicted is neafsighted. 

Dr. Wiener treats his patients with 
epinephrine and advises strenuous ex- 
ercises in an effort to increase the se- 
cretion of this substance by the pa- 
tlent's own suprarenal glands. In 79 
cases following this method the near 
sightedness was checked. The pa-

from. These conjectures were false. 
The explorers had left their bones 
in the Far North, but it was not until 


“forty-eight years later that the nature 


of their fate was learned. It was the 
black whale fishermen who discovered 
the dark ret of Marble Island. 

When the “Albany” and the „Dis- 
covery” entered Hudson Bay in the 
summer of 1719 there was no whale 
fishing in waters adjacent to Marble 
Island, but by the year 1767 auch fish- 
ery was carried on all along the weat- 
ern coast, Spa f 

On a summer day of that year 4 
boat-crew I aded on the most easterly 
portion of Marble Island, and ‘there 
they made a startling and significant 
discovery. There, among the stones 
and gravel, the fishermen found guns, 
anchors, cables, a blacksmitf's anvil, 
and many ether articles, all of English 
make, and all defaced by weather and 
time. . 

Apparently the Eskimo had no use 
tor them or had found them too heavy 
to remove, Near stood the remains of 
a frame building, to a large extent de- 
molished by Eskimos, seeking wood 
and nails, 

When the tide was out there became 
visible the hulls of two vessels, lying 
in about thirty feet of water. The 
figure-head of the vessel and its guns 
were raised shortly afterwards, and 
sent to England. 

On this inhospitable island, nearly 
half a century before had. perished 
Knight and Barlow and Vaughan and 
all the other members of the explor- 
ing expedition of 1719. i 

Two years after this discovery, an- 
other whaling party landed on Marble 
Island, and one of the party, coming 
upon an aged Eskimo, questioned him 
and obtained further information re- 
specting the fate of the crews of the 
“Albany” and the “Discovery.” The 
account received by the whalers from 
the Eskimos was to this effect: 


_ When the doomed vessels arrived at“ 
Marble Island, 


it was late in the 
autumn of 1719, and in making the 
harbor thfough the ice the vessels 
were greatly damaged and both went 
down within the harbor, The crews 
however, landed in safety, and at once 
set about building a house. As soon 
as the ice permitted in the following 
summer, the Eskimos pald them a 
further t and observed that the 
white strangérs were largely reduced 
in number and that the survivors were 
very unhealthy in appearance. Ac- 


| cording to the account given by these 


Eskimos, these survivors were very 
busily employed, but the nature of the 
employment they could not easily de- 
scribe, It is probable that they were 
lengthening the longboat, or repairing 
the ship and to support this conjec- 
ture, forty-eight years later there. lay, 
at u little distance from the house, a 

ntity of oak chips, most assurédly 
made by carpenters.” 

By the second winter only twenty 
were alive out of the fifty of the 
crews of the two vessels. The Eski- 
mos Who had taken up their tempor- 
ary abode on the opposite side of the 
harbor, supplied the English explorers 
with such coarse food as whale's blub- 


u per, seal-oil and train oil. 


When spring came these Eskimos 
crossed to the mainiand, but in the 
summer of 1721 they again visited 
Marble Island, where they found only 
five white men allve. Such was the 
hunger and distress „ the latter that 
they instantly seized upon the seal- 
flesh and whale blubber given them 
by the Eskimos in exchange for cer- 
tain articles of iron. 

The excess to which the whites ate 
the strong, coarse food brought on 
severe illness of which three of the 
five died within a few days. 
Although very weak, the two gur 
vivors managed to dig a large grave, 
and in it bury their dead companions. 

During several weeks longer the two

Finally the last spark of hope flick- 
ered and went out in the darkness of 
despair. The Eskimo related that the 
two men were seen to crouch down 
close together and cry aloud like child- 
ren, the tears rolling down their 
checks. The end now was close at 
hand, and death must have come as a 
relief to the last two survivors. Com- 
ing upon the camp one day the Eski- 
mo saw one of the white men stretch- 
ed out on the gravel, sleeping peace 
fully the slecp that knows no waking.

Blackpool, Eng.—The rural women 
of England and Wales are unanimous 
in their desire for education—educa- 
tion, that is, on lines adapted to their 
special needs. 

At the annwal general meeting of | 
the National Federation of Women's 
Institutes held recently here there 
was little doubt that the main line of 
interest lay in the direction of the es- 
tablishment of facilities which would 
carry into the rural districts better 
understanding of the methods of agrt- 
cultural work and better knowledge of 
those domestic subjects with which, 
mote than any other thing, the coun- 
try woman spends her days, 

One-fifth of the workers in agricul- 
ture and horticulture are women, but 
the plea of the country woman is not 
for these workers alone, but for all 
those other workers who, in small vil- 
lages and lonely farms and cottages up 
and down the land, are engaged in the 
making of homes and in the rearing 
and, in large measure, the training, ot 
children.

The proposals made by Lady Den- 
man were answered by H. M. Rich- 
ards, chief inspector of the Board of 
Education, who was the guest of the 
conference, and answered in ‘a way 
which gave hope that some at least of 
the rural women’s desires would be 
granted. 

Difficulty of circumstance, and the 
extreme caution and tardiness of offi- 
clals, Mr. Richards said, accounted for 
the slow progress made, although the 
Board of Education did intend to give 
all the help possible. 

“We of the Ministry want your co- 
operation,” Mr. Richards said, “in mak- 
ing it possible to teach the older girls 
and the adult women together, so that 
educatidn may go on in a continuous 
line and be fruitful to everyone.” 


A resolution which -embodied the 
main requests made by Lady Denman, 
and pledged the institutes to “do all in 
their power to co-operate with the 
local education authorities (authori- 
ties for general and agricultural edu- 
cation) in meeting the present urgent 
need for such instruction” was carried 
unanimously. 

A resolution was carried which wel- 
comed the stimulus given by the 1929 
Local Government Act to the schemes 
for the. supply of water to the rural 
districts ,and urged women’s institutes 
to press their county councils to take 
the initiative in the foundation of an 
advisory regional water committee in

Water a Main Problem 

Woman after woman, the wives and 
daughters of farmers and cottagers, 
told of the plight of their villages 
where water had to be carried from 
a single pump in the village square, or 
paid for by the bucket, or drawn from 
deep wells and filtered, or brought 
from a distance by a water cart. 

The conference called, too, for a 
larger use of English flour and ex- 
pressed its satisfaction at the action 
of the Ministry of Agriculture in 
bringing into force retzulatlons for the 
application of the national mark to 
all English flour with a view to stand- 
ardizing English wheat. 

The conference gave attention, 
among other things, to questions re- 
lating to the inadequate punishments 
often given in cases of cruelty to 
children, and to various questions 
dealing with cruelty practiced in the 
trapping of rabbits and in the train- 
ing of performing animals. 

‘It dealt, too, with the need for an 
awakening among country people to 
the ruthless sweeping away of the 
ancient buildings which were the 
priceless heritage of British people, 
calling upon women to prevent the 
sacrifice of beauty to utility before the 
arm of modern reform had gone too 
far. One evening was given over to 
the singing of folk songs.

Mortality Among Young Pigs 
One of the most serious problems 
confronting swine breeders now is 
uhdoubtedly the high mortality among 
the very young pigs, sometimes called 
“Anemia in suckling pigs.” For some 
time the staff of the Ontario Veterin- 
ary College in co-operation with the 
Animal Husbandry Department of the 
O. A. C. have been studying this pro- 
blem and they are frank to admit that 
many phases of the disease still baffle 
them. The disease can be prevented 
by keeping the pregnant sow and then 
the litter in an environment which in- 
cludes plenty of air, sunshine and 
green feed, but in winter time when 
these conditions are out of the ques- 
tion, the disease is much more diffi- 
cult to control. In a test recently).

to first destroy the bees with sulphur 
fumes and then take all the honey in 
peace. This method, however, was 
like “killing the goose that laid the 
golden egg” and valuable property| 
was destroyed. The newer method is 
to take the honey without tHe bees 
knowing anything about it. A piece 
of equipment known as a bee escape 
board is placed beneath the supers of 
honey and the bees passing down 
through the escapes are unable to re- 
turn to the supers. If these boards 
are put in place during the afternoon 
of a day on which the bees are flying 
well, the supers above will be free of 
bees the following morning when the 
honey can be removed without pain- 
fui altercations with the owners. Nov 
more than two full depth or three 
shallow supers should be above the 
escape boards at ore time, otherwise 
it will take a longer time to clear 
them of bees, nor should there be 
brood or queens in the supers, for then | 
the bees will not leave them at all.

Peiping—The famous dog bazaars 
of Peiping are almost deserted nowa- 

ys, but the bird stores continue to 
do Tmerxx business. For the Chinese, 
despite theif adoption of many foreign 
customs, still prefer to make pets of 
birds, fish and singing insects instead 
of dogs. 

Even the Pekingnese spaniel has 
practically vanished from this ancient 
city which gave it its name. Intro- 
duced by the Manchu emperors 300 
years ago and maintained exclusively 
in the golden-roofed Forbidden City, 
this toy dog became noted the world 
over and hundreds of foreigners who 
visited Peiping patronized the local 
dog bazaars in the hope of finding a 
palace pet which had been smuggled 
out for sale. But now fine pedigreed 
specimens of this dog may be found 
in almost any country—except China. 

Instead of accepting this little court 
favorite, the Chinese people taught 
their Manchu conquerors to enjoy 
birds, and with the downfall of the 
imperial dynasty 18 years ago, no one 
is now let to cherish the Pekingese 
puppy. A few noble families here still 
raise the former palace dogs, but the 
animals for sale in the public ba- 
zaars now are a mongrel lot. : 

The present popularity of trained 
birds is also said to date back three 
centuries to the time when the Man- 
chu horsemen captured old Peking. 

The new rulers considered them- 
selves above the law and swaggered 
down the streets of the Tartar City 
ever ready to pick a fight with the 
inoffensive Chinese subjects. 

But instead of scheming counter- 
attacks, the Chinese merely showed 
the Manchus that a gentleman should 
go walking accompanied by his pet 
bird. Thus equipped with a bird cage 
on one arm and two highly polished 
walnut shells in the other hand, 
which the Chinese also recommended 
as a token of culture,\the Manchus 
were seriously hampered in their 
sword play. N 

The custom thus established has 
continued in Peiping to this day, and 
while no Chinese gentleman will go 
out for a walk with his dog, it is a 
common practice to take birds out 
for an airing. It is believed desirable 
for a singing lark to meet others of 
his kind so that he will learn new 
notes and thus improve his song. For 
this reason Chinese regularly take 
their birds to fashionable houses of 
refreshment and while the masters re- 
gale themselves and nibble walnut 
seeds, the birds take vocal lessons of 
each other. 

An American resident here recently 
was given a valuable lark by a Chin- 
ese friend, but he learned at the end 
of the ‘first month that its upkeep 
amounted to 31, a day, the cost of 
hiring a servant to take the bird to 
the tea houses and paying there for 
the man’s refreshments. 

Chinese are also very fond of gold- 
fishes, which originated in this coun- 
try. Gorgeous hues and fanciful 
shapes are highly esteemed and fish 
peddlers, carrying flat bowls-of water 
with young goldfjgh, do a profitable 
trade every spring. 

In the summer months singing in- 
sects are popular and these, too, are 
hawked about, each chirping bug in 
his own tiny bamboo cage. A peddler 
accompanied by two big baskets of 
crickets and cicadas makes consider- 
able din as he strolls dowa the streets. 
But his customers, with keenly at- 
tuned ears, listen sharply to the dis- 
cordant concert before finally select 
ing the insect whose song they find 
most pleasing. 

Pigeons with bamboo whistles at- 
tached to their tails are also kept as 
pets by the Chinese and the whir- 
ring humming noise of these trained 
flocks, as they fly and circle overhead, 
is one of the interesting features of 
life in Peiping.

Ks time when Canada’s high mat - 
ernal rate ig a much discussed prob- 
lem at women's meetings it is inter- 
esting to note that this society has 
carried on an attack against maternal 
death by opening a hospital. For 
many years the need of a hospital in 
the frontier settlement was a serious 
handicap. The nearest was 60 miles 
away in the village of Peace River 
and in wet weather and winter the 
roads were practically impassable. 
The railway was then an unfulfilled 
dream. The very fact that Fairview 
was an organized municipality was a 
hindrance for very little help could be 
expected from outside. It was too 
far away and too much of an uncer- 
tain financial responsibility for any 
large outside voluntary service organ- 
ization. 

But in 1924 some of the pioneer 
women, banded together since 1917 in 
the “Fairview Women's Institute“ in 
the small settlement of Waterhole, 
decided to take the initiative for the 
women were the greatest sufferers es- 
pecially in maternity cases. At first 
a cottage was rented and one of the 
members, a wife of a soldier settler 
with four years’ experience overseas 
nursing, took charge and was depend- 
ent on the fees of her patients for her 
salary. The venture proved so suc- 
cessful that at the end of six months 
the cottage was purchased, Exten- 
sions have been gradually made and 
it is hoped soon to have a ten bed 
hospital. The hospital is now on the 
approved list and receives the usual 
grant of 50 cents per day per patient. 

Last year 176 patients were admit- 
ted. There were 35 babies born there, 
40 major operations and 25 minor 
performed. It is the proud boast of 
the Institute that there has not been 
one instance of maternal mortality. 


CANADIAN FOREIGN 
TRADE SHRINKING 


Preliminary figures on Canadian 
trade for the first three months of the 
fiscal year, 1930, April, May and June, 
show a heavy shrinkage in trade 
values as compared with the same 
period in 1929. In addition the un- 
favorable balance of trade for these 
three months reached the record total 
for the past number of years of 852, 
206,692. 

This is explained by a decline in 
wheat exports of approximately $26,- 
000,000 and wheat flour another 
$5,000,000 while all along the line in 
the following other commodities ex- 
ports fell off: Fish, furs, meats, 
cheese, planks and boards, wood pulp, 
newsprint. automobiles and parts, 
and unmanufactured copper and 
nickel. 

The greater part of the heavy de- 
cline in these trade figures is explain- 
ed by the dull month of June. As 
compared with exports for the same 
month last year the figures show a 
decline of 34 million dollars from 112 
million to some 78 million. 


CANADIAN COAL 
OUTPUT DECLINES 


Coal mined in Canada during the 
first quarter of 1930 amounted to 
3,971,808 tons, a decrease of 14 per 
cent from the output of 4,622,728 tons 
for the first three months in 1929, 
according to a report of the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. 

Alberta's output of 1,639,324 tons 
was 41 per cent of the total Canadian 
production and recorded a decrease 
of 9.5 per cent from the first quarter 
five year average. Nova Scotia’s 
total of 1,513,415 tons and Saskatche- 


an's total of 174,531 tons were re- 


spectively 11 per cent and 17 per cent 
higher than the quarterly five year 
average. 

British Columbia mines produced 
581,880 tons, a decrease of 14 per cent 
from the 1925-29 first quarter aver- 
age.

CANADIAN HOSPITAL’ « 
SHIP FOR ARCTIC 


Canada has again blazed the trail 
in the Arctic by providing a fully 
equipped miniature hospital ship for 
use in the Canadian Arctic. The ship, 
called the Medico, is a 38 foot cabin 
éruiser type.

Molasses For Hens 


Almost every poultryman finds it 
necessary to give the birds epsom 
salts occasionally, in order to over- 
come constipation, as the result of 
heavy grain feeding and close confine- 
ment. The bad feature of giving 
salts is that it tears down the calcium 
in the body. Molasses in the poultry 
ration will do the same thing as ep- 
som salts, and will not have the bad 
effects of salts. Besides molasses is 
extremely rich in vitamin B, rich in 
minerals, and ranks high in digestibil- 
ity. It is richer in vitamin B than 

yeasts, and is one of the few in- 
‘gredients used in poultry rations not 
deficient in potash.

BUTTER SUPPLY UP 
TEN MILLION POUNDS 


An increase in the number of 
pounds of butter m cold storage in 
Canada oi. July ist, over the figure 
for the previous year and the decreas- 


‘les in the storage totals of both eggs 


and cheese were noticeable in a report 
issued. by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistica. 

The number of pounds of butter in 
storage on July ist was 21,961,220 
compared to 11,237,900 on July Ist, 
1929, and 12,672,966 representing the 
average for the past five year period. 
The number of pounds of cheese this 
year was 15,730,096 compared with 
17,976,400 on July Ist, 1929 and 18,- 
879,940 as the five year average. 

There were 14,595,759 dozen eggs 
in storage compared with 16,485,211 
last year and an average for the five 
year period of 14,566,560.

CANADA’S TOBACCO 
IMPORTS GROWING 


Figures released by the Department 
of National Revenue for the month of 
May, 1930, show large ineréases over 
the same month in 1929 in the import- 
ation of tobacco of all kinds. 

In tobaccos for instance the month’s 
increase was more than 10 per cent 
and amounted to 567,942 pounds; in 
1929 the imports were 3,517,164 
pounds, while in 1930 they amounted 
to 3,885,106 pounds. The most strik- 
ing increase was the number of cig- 
arettes imported. which rose from 
431,168,070 valued at 2,587,483 in 
1929 to 651,377,380 valued at 3,908,- 
972 for the same month in 1930.

SOME DISEASES 


The successful production of small 
fruits in Canada is governed largely 
by control of the diseases by which 
they are affected. Some of the most 
important diseases of small fruits be- 
long to the virus group which includes 
mosaic and leaf curl of raspberries, 
and streak of black raspberries. Cer- 
tain features are common to all of 
these diseases. An infected plant 
never recovers,-and, if any part of the 
plant contracts a virus disease the 
entire bush will, through time, suffer 
from the disease, 

Raspberry mosaic may be recogniz- 
ed from a distance because ‘of the 
stunted nature of the affected canes, 
the sparse yellowish leaves and thin 
growth.” The fruit is usually wonth- 
less, being dry and lacking in flavour. 
The large irregular puckered areas on 
the leaves of the young suckers is a 
constant feature of this disease. 

In the case of raspberry leaf curl 
the leaves are abnormally dark green 
and the mid-ribs bend downwards, 
the leaf tissue is finely puckered and 


the dwarfed suckers terminate in a 


yellowish stunted tip. The fruit, 
which is dry and seedy, is not worth 
harvesting. 
Investigations conducted by the 
Federal Division of Botany have dem- 
onstrated. that the control of rasp- 
berry mosaic and leaf curl begins with 
the planting of nursery stock free 
from disease. Plantations should be 
given three inspections and discased 
plants, including the roots, must be 
dug out and removed from the field. 
Roguing is not recommended in plant- 
ations where the amount of the dis- 


Ense is over 5 per cent. 


An important raspberry disease 
which is caused by a fungus is known 
as spur biight. It reduces the crop 
by destroying the fruit spurs and 
buds. The disease usually develops 
in July when the symptoms are in- 
dicated by the chocolate colored spots 
appearing on the canes at the base of 
the fruit spure, These diseased areas 
measure from one to four inches in 
length and may girdle the cane. An 


‘important feature of this disease is 


that the infected area involves the 
buds,. thereby causing its greatest 
injury, for it is to these buds that we 
look to produce the next year’s crop. 
In the report of the St. Catharines 
Laboratory for the year 1928 it is 
stated that spur blight may be con- 
trolled by spraying the plants with 
Bordeaux mixture, using 3 pounds of 
copper sulphate and 5 pounds of hyd- 
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
